Tina good housewife should be ready 
for any emergency, especially for the un- 
expected guest, who drops in at that 
awkward moment when there are only a 
few scrapings left on the joint, no sweet 
prepared, and not even sufficient milk for 
a cup of coffee.

Certainly your guest will never realise that 
you “' just opened a tin of something” :— 
1 tin of salmon, 1 tin of asparagus tips, 
1 tin of pineapple, 1 tin of unsweetened 
full cream condensed milk. 

 Satmon Pre. 

For this dish you will need:—1 small 
tin of salmon, 4 or 5 potatoes. 

Peel the potatoes and put them on to 
boil. Meanwhile prepare a binding sauce 
as follows:—2 tablespoonfuls unsweetened 
full-cream condensed milk made up to 4- 
pint with water, 1 oz. butter, 1 oz. flour, 
seasoning. 


Melt the butter, stir in the flour and 


seasoning. Add the dissolved condensed 
milk slowly. Bring to the boil, stirring 
all the time. 


Open the tin of salmon and flake the 
fish. Put into a greased pie-dish and 
mix in the sauce. Mash the potatoes with 
a little butter and salt. Cover the top of 
the pie, add a few blobs of butter, and 
place in a moderate oven until the top is 
browned. 

PINEAPPLE Puppisc. 

The remains of the tin of full-cream 
condensed milk “an be used with a small 
tin of pineapple for the following deli- 
cious sweet :'— 

1 small tin pineapple cubes, 14 ozs. 
butter, 14 ozs. flour, 2 eggs, 14 ozs. sugar, 
2 tablespoonfuls unsweetened, full-cream 
condensed milk made up to $ pint with 


water. 

Open tin and drain the fruit. Melt the 
butter in a saucepan, add the flour and 
mix well. Stir in the dissolved con- 


densed milk and bring slowly to the boil. 
Add sugar and á pint of syrup from the 
tin and the yolks of the two eggs. Bring 
to the boil again, stirring all the time, 
and simmer for two minutes. Remove 
from the flame, add fruit and turn into a 
greased pie-dish. Whip up the whites of 
the eggs and heap them on top and place 
in a moderate oven five or six minutes 
until nicely browned. 
ASPARAGUS OMELETTE. 
Keep a small tin of asparagus tips 
handy and you can quickly make this 
very tempting omelette :'— 
3 eggs, 2 ozs. butter (unsalted), season- 
ing, asparagus tips, 2 tablespoonfuls of 
liquid from the tin of asparagus. 
Break the eggs into a basin and beat 


lightly, Add two tablespoonfuls of liquid 
from the asparagus, 1 oz. butter and 


seasoning. Heat the aspargus tips gently 
in their own liquid. Melt the rest of the 
butter in a frying-pan, pour in the egg 
mixture and cook over a fairly hot. flame, 
shaking occasionally to prevent stickine. 
When the underside is nicely browned, 
turn on toa hot dish. Pile the asparagus 
tips on to half and fold the other half 
over. Serve at once. 
Savoury PoraTors. 
If you have just a few scraps of meat 
remaining from your joint make this 
savoury dish. 
Select four or five large potatoes, scrub 
them well and boil them in their jackets. 


When cooked cut ‘in halves and scrape 
out the potato and mash well. Mince up 
the meat, mix with a small onion 


chopped very fine, and season well. Mix 
the meat with the mashed potato, add a 
small spoonful of meat extract (or half a 
meat extract cube) and a knob of butter.

WHITE SAUCE 


As for so many soups, the foundation 
for the sauces I propose to recommend, is 
White Sauce—and perhaps I had better 
repeat the recipe for that. Take 1 o+. 
flour, 1 oz. margarine or butter, i pint 
milk (or egual milk and water), salt and 
pepper and a squeeze of lemon juice. 
Melt the fat in an enamel or, better, 
aluminium pan, stir in the flour gradd- 
ally with a wooden spoon and wait till 
the mixture bubbles all over. 
the pan off the heat and add a little milk, 
Stir briskly till you have a perfectly 
smooth mixture, then add the rest of the 
milk, stirring all the time. Replace pan 
over heat, bring to the boil, boil for two 
or three minutes and never stop stirring. 
Then season with salt, pepper and lemon 
juice. 

To make parsley sauce, add one table- 
spoon of chopped parsley. For Dutch 
sauce add the yolk of an egg beaten 
lightly after the sauce has boiled. For 
egg sauce add one hard-boiled egg chopped 
in small pieces. For mustard sauce add 
one tablespoon made mustard after the 
sauce has boiled. 

How to apply the sauces: Dutch 
sauce goes deliciously with baked fillets 
of woe Allow one. good-sized fillet to 
each person and half-pint of sauce for 
four people. Skin the fillets on both sides, 
sprinkle with salt, pepper and onion juice, 
and lay a slice of onion on each fillet. 
Fold the fillets neatly in two, and put 
them on a baking tin or dish, well greased 
with margarine. Cover with paper 
brushed with melted margarine, and‘ bake 
in a moderate oven for 15-20 minutes 
(Regulo mark 5). Dish the fillets and 
coat with the sauce. Garnish with slices 
of cut lemon and a few sprigs of parsley. 

You can serve the same sauce with 
grilled cod: Wipe the cod steaks with a 
clean cloth, brush with melted margarine, 
dredge lightly with flour, season with salt, 
pepper and lemon juice. Then grill for 
5-6 minutes on each side, and serve with 
Dutch sauce. 


AN EXCELLENT DISH 


Parsley sauce with stuffed haddock 
makes an excellent dish. Make the stuffing 
with 1 tablespoon breadcrumbs, &$ oz. 
melted margarine, 1 teaspoon chopped 
parsley, a_ slice of chopped onion, 
and a squeeze of lemon juice—bind all 
together with a little milk. Stuff the 
inside of a fresh haddock with this mixture 
and sew the fish together with a needle 
and coacse thread.

OST men if asked to name their 
favourite dinner dishes would say 
without hesitation “a grilled steak, or 
grilled chop, or a mixed grill.’’ You 
probably noticed before you were married 
that when you went together to a restau- 
rant for a meal, nine times out of ten 
grilled steak and chips was the dish 
chosen, and perhaps you wondered what 
you were going to do when the moment 
came after marriage when he would sug- 
gest having a nice, juicy steak at home. 
I have known women who confessed 
they were afraid to try to grill anything. 
Yet grilling is a quick, clean, healthful 
and delicious method of cooking, and if a 
few elementary rules are observed, quite 
a simple one, too. 


PATIENT TENDING 

Though the actual cooking of the meat 
is quick, time and care must go to its 
preparation. You must tend it patiently, 
too, all the time it is cooking. It’s a mis- 
take to think you can pop the meat under 
the griller and leave it to look after itself 
while you busy yourself elsewhere. A 
successful grill needs to be watched 
jealously. | 

The original method of grilling was 
over a clear, red-hot coal or charcoal fire, 
the meat resting on an iron grid, between 
a double gridiron. In the best restau- 
rants meat is still grilled in this way, 
and there is no doubt that it gives the 
most delicious result. The little splashes 
of fat dropping into the fire spurt up in 
quick, fierce flames that sear the meat and 
give it a sweet, nutty flavour. 

But in modern homes few of us can 
grill over the open fire. Most of us have 
to be content with a gas or electric grill, 
but with care you can still get excellent 


results. 

THE FIRST RULE 
The first and foremost rule for success- 
ful grilling under the gas or electric grill 
is to have the grill really red hot before 
putting the meat under it. You see, the 
idea is to sear the outside of the meat at 
once so that nothing escapes. So it must 
come iw direct contact with fierce heat. 
To make doubly sure of this, brush over 
the meat with fat, put it on the grid in 
the grill-pan, and hold the pan close to 
the flame for a moment or two. Turn the 
meat, and when both sides are quite seared 
the grid pan can be put back into its 
normal positicn. 
It is difficult to give any exact time for 
grilling meats, so much depends on the 
thickness. Never prick with a fork to find 
out if the meat is done. Press it with 
the back of the fork; if it is springy and 
the outside well browned, it is done. Grills 
are usually served under-done, but not by 
any means raw. If still raw the meat will 
not spring back when pressed in, but 
remain dented. The meat should be turned 
once during grilling. 


GRAVY UNUSUAL 
Gravy is not usually served with grills, 
the juices from the meat being sufficient 
moisture, and any drippings caught in the 
grill pan can be poured over the meat if 
liked. Over a fire these drippings are lost, 
of course. Maitre d’hotel butter is often 
served with grilled steak, or a piquant 
grill sauce, and your true grill-lover 
would not think of eating his grill without 
freshly-made mustard on the side of his 
plate.

of half an onion or a clove of garlic. Make 
three or four slashes about half an inch 
deep across the steak, and inside the

Serve with grill 
sauce.

To the drippings in the grid pan add an 
ounce of butter or dripping (or less if 
there is a lot of drippings in pan). Make 
very hot over a low light, and then stir 
in smoothly a dessertspoonful of flour. 
Season with salt and pepper and half a 
teaspoonful of onion juice. Or a clove of 
garlic can be cooked in the sauce and after- 
wards removed. Allow flour to brown 
slightly, stirring all the time. Add a 
dessertsponful of bottled French capers, 
together with their liquor, and stir until 
boiling up again. Then stir in a good 
teaspoonful of prepared mustard, and stir 
well until well blended and smooth.

ful breadcrumbs, one-third cupful of fried 
mushrooms, chopped small; 1 oz. melted 
butter, salt and pepper, teaspoonful made 
mustard.

Steaks and chops should be 14 to 2 
inches thick to be successfully grilled. 
Rump steak is considered better flavoured 
than fillet steak, but fillet-is usually more 
tender. Veal cutlets should be 3 to 1 inch 
in thickness and trimmed into neat 
shapes. Never cut grilled meat of any 
kind after grilling; the juices will be 
wasted if you do. Cut into individual 
portions before cooking. All meats should 
be seasoned with salt and pepper, and well 
brushed over with mel butter or 
dripping on both sides, except sausages, 
bacon and ham, which have sufficient 
natural fat of their own.

The War in Spain 


Since Genera] Queipo de Llano. cap- 
tured the city of Malaga last month there 
has been a comparative lull on the

the military situation at the moment 
hardly justifies his sanguine prediction. 
In point of fact, the Government forces 
appear to have taken the offensive on at 
least two sectors of the scattered front in 
Spain. There has been some terrific 
fighting around Oviedo on the Northern 
coast. Basque troops and miners from 
the Asturias have been making desperate 
efforts to drive the insurgents from this 
town, to which they attach much import- 
ance, and, although, as usual, contradic- 
tory reports are being received, it seems 
to be fairly certain that substantial pro- 
gress has been made. According to the 
latest advices the Government troops have 
captured the village of San Claudio, and 
they claim now to have surrounded Oviedo 
completely. Actually, they have been 
fighting in the streets of ‘the town for 
some days. They, have driven a kind of 
wedge into the defending forces, with its 
apex at a distance of only two hundred 
yards from the Town Hall. The insur- 
gents, however, here, as at Toledo and 
elsewhere, are putting up a splendid 
defence. There have been heavy casual- 
ties in Oviedo. The insurgents have ten 
centimetre guns operating in the streets, 
and it is reported that at least twelve 
hundred non-combatants have been killed 
during the present spell of fighting. The 
Basques and the Asturians are among the 
best fighters in Spain. It must be remem- 
bered that they are fighting not so much 
for the Madrid Government as for their 
own independence. They are devout 
Catholics almost to a man, and their 
campaign against General Franco’ has 
the full approval of their ecclesiastical 
leaders. | 

South of Madrid events also seem to 
have taken a new turn. The Government 
troops have seized the initiative again 
between Talavera and Toledo. Fighting on 
this part of the front has been fairly quiet 
recently, although it was expected that 
when the insurgents should bring up re- 
inforcements that had been released after 
the capture of Malaga things wouid 
become lively again. Probably, in antici- 
pation of an insurgent rally, the Govern- 
ment forces have been shelling both 
Talavera and Toledo. Their strength in 
this area is believed to be in the neighbour- 
hood of thirty thousand, consisting of some 
of the picked troops of the International 
Brigade.

have lost a certain amount of ground in 
the Madrid area; but so far they have 
been able to stave off a major attack by 
General Franco. 

In the meanwhile the outside world is 
beginning to appreciate the wisdom. of 
non-intervention in the Spanish imbroglio. 
The machinery that has been established 
by the London committee is working with 
reasonable smoothness, and there is some 
reason to believe that the flood of foreign 
volunteers to Spain has been checked, if 
not completely stopped. Whether or not 
the Non-Intervention Committee will be 
able to secure the return of any sub- 


fighting on one side or the other remains 
to be seen. For its size, the Irish Free 
State probably has a larger number of 
volunteers in Spain than any other 
country in Kurope. Upwards of a 
thousand men are fighting with General 
Franco’s forces, being organised into a 
separate Irish bandera. Nobody seems to 
know how many Irishmen are fighting on 
the Government side, but the number is 
not inconsiderable. On both’ sides these 
young Irishmen are fighting for what they 
believe to be an ideal; on both sides some 
of them have been killed. A time may 
come, indeed, if it has not come already, 
when Irishman will stand opposed to 
Irishman in direct combat. Not for the 
first time in Ireland's tragic history 
brother’s hand has been turned against 
brother, and Irish blood is staining the 
fields of Spain. It is a thousand pities 
that the question of the Spanish war 
should have been introduced into the 
domestic politics of the Irish Free State. 
In our opinicn, the Free State Govern. 
ment has acted with admirable wisdom 
since the outbreak of the fighting last 
July. It has stood four-square against 
all efforts to embroil this country in a 
quarrel that on several occasions seemed 
to be likely to develop into a European 
war, It hes acted correctly throughout 
the controversy, and we are convinced 
that, if any other Government had been 
in power, it would have acted in precisely 
the same way. The presence of so many 
Irishmen on the Spanish fronts may 
create a serious problem before the war 
is over. Already, we understand, the 
question of repatriation has arisen in at 
least one case; it will arise in many 
other cases before the chapter is closed. 
Irishmen have no business in Spain, 
whether they are fighting for Franco or 
Caballero. All honour to those who are 
offering their lives in another nation’s 
quarrel; but it is another’s quarrel, not 
their own.

Electricity in England 


Round about ten years ago the Free 
State's system of electricity supply was 
remodelled and centralised. Before the 
“ Shannon scheme ” came into operation 
the country’s needs had been served by a 
number of separate undertakings, large 
and small, After the reorganisation 
virtually all of these separate under- 
takings disappeared, and the whole nation 
was supplied from Ardnacrusha, under the 
controlling hand of an Electricity Supply 
Board. England to-day is in the position 


is served by separate undertakings, and 
the system seems to have led to waste, 
overlapping and, in many districts, over- 
charging. A committee was set up some 
time ago to study methods for its reform, 
and a plan, based on its recommendations, 
has been submitted to Parliament. It 
proposes, in the first place, that the 
number of undertakings shall be reduced. 
Wherever the same area is served by two 
undertakings, either they will be merged 
into one or one of them will be eliminated. 
Steps will be taken to prevent the splitting 
up of large undertakings, and in certain 
districts a number of small, separate 
undertakings will be replaced by one large 
source of supply. In the second place, 
an effort will be made to standardise 
charges to the consumer. At present the 
rates vary enormously between district 
and district: in nine places, chosen at 
random, they were found to range from 
76d. to 4.97d. a unit, and another survey 
showed them to fluctuate between 1.5d. to 
more than 8d, a unit. Across the Channel, 
as here, the rural areas seem to pay a 
great deal more for their electricity than 
the towns—and the smaller towns than 
the larger towns. These variations the 
British Government hopes to remove by 
the grouping oí rural areas, as far as 
is possible, with urban areas. In other 
words, the undertaking that supplies a 
town wal supply also a large region sur- 
rounding the town, and will be expected 
to charge the same rates for all parts of 
its district! In the third place, it is hoped 
that these reforms will lessen the price 
of electricity generally throughout Grest 
Britain. That, we trust, will be the 
tendency also in the Free State. Both

Freedom of the Seas. 


Twenty years ago the late President 
Woodrow Wilson gave “the freedom of 
the seas’’ a foremost position in his 
famous ‘‘ Fourteen Points,” and a couple 
of years earlier his Government had been 
on the verge of belligerent action against 
Great Britain for interference with United 
States shipping on the high seas. Only 
the more serious interference, which 
resulted in the sinking of the Lusitania, 
eased the situation for the time, without 
in any way affecting the fundamentals of 
the pioblem. Neither before, during, nor 
after the Great War have the nations 
been in perfect agreement as to the 
degree of freedom to which ocean-borne 
commerce is entitled in war time, and 
differences of opinion have caused serious 
international friction on many occasions. 
In time of war nations sometimes do what 
seems to themselves to be most advan- 
tageous, regardless of the law or the 
precedent; but no nation may protest 
effectively without running the risk of 
being involved in war itself. It was such 
a protest that the United States Govern- 
ment addressed to the British Government 
in 1916, as it is the inherent danger of 
a protest to-day that has inspired the 
Neutrality Bill passed by the Senate at 
Washington on Wednesday. In _ the 
future, apparently, United States citizens 
will trade with belligerents at their own 
risk, and should they suffer loss in the 
process they need expect no assistance 
from their Government. [n passing this 
bill the Senate bade goodbye, as Senator 
Borah reminded its members. fo a policy 
that is as old as the United States, and 
for which the American Government had 
contended for over a century. The 
troubles of 1812, 1863, and 1916 have been 
forgotten, and the greatest protagonist of 
the right to trade how, where and when 
a nation pleased has been definitely 
abandoned without even the semblance 
of a struggle. It is an inglorious end to 
a principle which concerns every trading 
nation as much as it does the United 
States, and the effect of its abandonment 
may well be, as Senator Borah pointed 
out, that the fundamental right of 
humanity to receive food and other neces- 
saries has been handed over to the 
strongest power in any area. This is a 
very peculiar sequel to the demand made 
by the United States for naval equality 
with Britain; a sequel that probably is 
not the end.

In these columns frequently we have 
confessed ourselves to be captivated by the 
inexhaustible energy of Mr. Hore-Belisha ; 
and frequently we have drawn comparisons 
between that energy and the seeming sloth 
of the road authorities in the Irish Free 
State. Mr. Hore-Belisha sets a cracking 
pace, and is inclined to produce a fait 
accompli without the preliminary warning 
that no stone is to be left unturned; but, 
even if one allows the phenomenal nature 
of the competition, Saorstdt Éireann, by 
comparison, sadly is lacking in drive. 
Whispers have been spreading through 
this city that the Government and the 
Civic Guards have prepared a system 
of traffic contro] that will smooth the way 
for motorists, cyclists and pedestrians 
alike; but, while this scheme is being 
polished and perfected, Mr. Hore-Belisha, 
without fuss or delay, proposes to ban the 
stationary motor car from the streets of 
London. The provisions of the Govern- 
ment plan as yet are unknown. We would 
suggest, however, that no innovation so 
sweeping is embodied in them. Mr. Hore- 
Belisha gave notice of his intention at the 
annual dinner of the Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors; and, although he 
promised that nothing would be done 
straight off the reel, his observations on 
the subject of parking were so uncompro- 
mising that London may expect the ban to 
come into operation with (for the 
motorists) a distressing lack of delay. He 
expressed his sorrow at the failure of 
private enterprise to take advantage of 
the difficulties of parking in London, and 
to build a multitude of profitable under- 
ground garages; but, while he condemned 
the business. men’s lack of initiative, also 
he complained of the motorist’s unwilling- 
ness to use the existing accommodation. 
That unwillingness will be hard to over- 
come, since the public street is so much 
cheaper, and so much more convenient, 
than the garage. There is little doubt, 
however, that Mr. MHore-Belisha_ will 
impose his iron will on London; and it 
remains to be seen if the Civic Guards 
will be equally severe with the motor 
owners of Dublin. For ourselves we doubt 
it. :

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OURTEEN new munition factories are 
to be built im various parts of th 

country at a cost of nearly £8.000.000 
according to the Army Estimates issued 
to-day, while further big sums will he 
spent on the munition factories already 
established.

Recruiting Trouble 


As a means of stimulating recruiting for 
the Army it is understood that the Wa, 
Office has been considering whether it 
would be better to give a direct increase 
of pay, or to make certain other conces.

Suggestions that pa 
might be increased by as auch as one 
shilling a day have been ruled out on 
account of the expense.

War Debts 


A re-opening of the war debts question 
is not altogether unlikely in the near 
future, as M. Bonnett, the French Ambas- 
sador in Washington, recently admitted 
that his Government were considering the 
matter, and that there were other eguall;

economic field. Rumours have been float- 
ing about for some time past that other 
countries, defaulters on payment of their 
war debts, intend to open negotiations wit); 
the United States. Government, but there 
appears to be little substance in_ tlie 
stories. In relation to France, however, it 
is a fact that if the United States war debt 
question can be satisfactorily adjusted the 
way would be clear for the arrangement of 
a new loan, something France requires 
very badly. While Mr. Runciman was on 
his recent visit to the United States it 
was rumoured that he had raised the 
question of a war debts settlement, but 
this was promptly denied in Parliament. 


Frightfulness in Spain 


The civil war in Spain drags along with 
its terrible tale of slaughter. It is com- 
puted that the losses on both sides during 
the past few weeks have run into 
thousands. Much of the slaughter is due 
to the fact that rifles have given place to 
light machine guns, which are looked upon 
as being more destructive. Sniping by 
sharp-shooters has ceased, and if an enemy 
becomes visible to an opponent not one 
bullet but a hundred are shot at hfn. A 
Frenchman who has just returned from the 
front near Madrid says that he has been
